Au Ohio paper, commenting on 
toe destitution among the miners, 
says: "The 51 cent rate lor min- 
ing coal is simply starvation 
wages." Yet the operators insist 
that they are unable to pay more 
on account o( the tierce competition 
they encounter, and they are gov 
erned by the Pittsburg scale. Rail- 
road freights are reduced so low 
that thereis little it any profit in 
the haulage, and to meet the low 
prices at which coal is ottered, some 
operators reduce wages to retain 
trade. The trouble is that all 
classes ol dealers seem beut on 
beating down prices. The cost of 
production is not takeu into con- 
sideration by the buyer; he only 
tries to buy a little lower than the 
market price. All over the coun 
try this has been going on, caus-

Clergymen in attendance 
at the meetings of this associatiot 
shall be deemed members thereof 

Meetings, semi - annually, it 
spring and autumn. 

The meeting was closed with tin 
Lord's prayer, repeated in concer 
by all present.— Christian Press.
